He had been ill with 
typhoid fever for several weeks, but the 
reports from his bedside indicated 
nothing alarming in bis condition until 
the latter pait of last week, when new 
and dangerous complications set m. 
Since then the bulletins issued by his 
physicians have been hopeful, though 
not reassuring. Dr. Putnam, who has 
been attending Mr. Wolcott, said to- 
night that death resulted from extreme 
weakness brought about by the dura- 
tion of tha disease. 
The family were 


it the bsdside when the end came Mr 
Woloott had been in a lethargic ttale 
for the list twenty-four houn and al- 
though his mind wna probably clear, it 
lad not been alert and he bad ullered 
ao words. He must have known tthat 
death was near, but he showed no con- 
cern for the fnluie. 
The disease was 


probably contracted either on ship- 
board, while he wan returning from his 
trip abroad, or just aftt-r Unding i» 
New York. The funeral will be Held 
on Monday forenoon at eleven o'clock, 
in Trinity church, Oopley square, and 
vill be extremely eimpi". The body 
will not lie in state, and there will be 
no eulogy. 


Roger Wclcott was a descendant of 


the Roger Wolcott who was second iu 
command in the expedition of Sir Wil- 
liam Pepperrell against Gape Breton in 
1745, which lesnlted in the capture ol 
Loui->bnrg.

Another ancestor was Oliver Woicott, 


one of the signers of tha Declaration 
of Independence. Both of these Wol- 
cotts were governors of Connecticut. 
One of his ancestors, on his mother's 
•ude, was active and prominent during 
the R-Jvolntonary period as a member ot 
tbe Chailestown committee of safety, 
and another took part iu the Boston tea 
party. 


Roger Woloott was educated in Bos- 


on private schools and at Harvard nni- 
'dreity, from which ha graduated in 
he class of 1870. 
In college he ranked 


ligh, and was the choice of his class- 
mates for orator. He was graduated 
rom Harvard Law school in 1874 and 
was admitted to the Suffolk bar in the 
same 3 ear. 
He practioed but little, 


however, his time having been largely 
occupied by his duties as trustee of 
arious estates und in the management 
of financial matters. 


Governor Wolcott'd public career be- 


;an in 1877, as a member of the Boston 
;oinmon council, in which he served 
hree years. Then he was elected to 
-he lower house of f.he legislature, 
where he served from 1882 to 1884, tak- 
ng a position among the leaders and 
winning distinction as a hard and trust 
worthy worker. 


He was elected lieutenant governor in 


1893, '9-i and '93, and upon the death of 
Governor Greenhalge became acting 
governor in 1836. In 1897 he was elect- 
ed governor and iu 1808 he was re- 
elected. 


Mr. Wolcotfc was always it republican, 


but in the campaign of 1884 he opposed 
his par.v's candidate for the presidency 
and vsted for Grover Cleveland. 
He 


belonged to a number of reform organ* 
izatiobp, among others the Boston Citi- 
zens' association and tha Uml* Service 
Reform association. Ho wag a trustee 
of the Maesiehns'tts General hospital 
and an oversi'er of Harvard university, 
and a member of many social clubs. 


Bhoitly after tho resignation of Gen 


William F. Draper as ambassador to 
Italy, in 1899, President McKinloy ten- 
dered tho post to Mr. Woloott. The 
offer was declined on ncc.inot of tLe

FILIPINOS KILLED. 


American Soldier* Kc«i»lna Up am, 


Active Cnuipalttu. 


Manila, JDec. 21.—Bvt'ry mountain trail 


in Genei al-XounK'R district north of the 
Abra river and between the const and 
Dolores has been followed up by the 
American scouts this month. A similar 
movement has taken place in the prov- 
inces of Union, Benguc-t. Lepanto and 
that part of South Hocus which lio south 
of the Abra river. 
Fifteen insurgents 


have been killed aud more than 100 cap- 
tured. The villages; are always abandon- 
ed before the arrival of the Americans, 
but many buildings that have been used 
as barracks ha\e been destroyed. 


The leaders of the projected Autonomy 


party have again visited the Philippine 
commission, and the platform proposed 
was discussed privately and in an infor- 
mal way. The commissioners advise the 
elimination of a few minor features. Per- 
sonally they approve the movement as u 
forward step in the direction of the ulti- 
mate measure of self government which 
the commission has already been instruct- 
ed to endeavor to bring about. 


The plan of the.party is to form United 


States territories involving candidature 
for ultimate statehood. The platform de- 
clares in favor of a senate and a house of 
representatives elected from the districts 
of the archipelago according to popula- 
tion. In preparing a bill of rights the 
1'nited States constitution is utilized, 
with the exception of the feature of triul 
by jury. 


According to the plan the governor gen- 


eral appointed by the president would 
have power of veto except in cases of u 
two-thirds vote of the legislature. The 
legislature would choose five delegates to 
the United States congress.

Charles H. Aldrich of Chicago, former 
solicitor general. 


He first directed his attention to the 


circumstances under which this gorern- 
inent came into existence, the struggle 
for liberty and the American protest 
against England's assertion of the taxing 
power over the American colonies. With 
this history before us, he said, it -was a 
remarkable fact that the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, more than 100 
years after the great struggle which 
founded 
the 
American 
government, 


should come into this court and assert a 
taxing power more extreme than had 
been asserted by the most ardent defend- 
eis of England's taxing power over th« 
colonies. 


Mr. Aldrich spoke of the decision of 


Justice 
Marshall 
in 
Longhborough 


against Bhilce as of decisive importance, 
and he summed up that decision as bear- 
ing on the present conditions as follows: 


"That the power to tax, levy dtitk'9. 


etc.. extends to the entire United States. 


"That the term 'United States' cm- 


braces 'our great republic, which is com- 
posed of states and territories:' that 'it 
is not less necessary on the principles of 
our constitution that uniformity in the 
imposition of imposts, duties and excise*, 
should be observed in the one than the 
other.' 


"It follows from the above that the 


rights and obligations of the territory 
thus a part of the United States and the 
inhabitants thereof 
are measured and 


leslid by the constitution." 


As to the contention that the Philip- 


pines were not a part of the I'uittd 
States, Mr. Aldrich said: 


"If the islands ceded by Spain are for-

customs la-.vs regarding shipments of 
merchandise from any of the islands to 
any part of the United States. The court 
takes judicial notice of the fact thnt ou. 
government has no consuls in the Philip 
pines and that when Spanish sovereignty 
ceased in those islands the United States- 
consuls therein were withdrawn and that 
the consular agents of foreign powers. 
Ulcneelorth were the accredited rep re 
sentatives of the respective foreign gov- 
ernments to tho United S'.ute.s, and oui 
government 
signed the exequaturs of 


such consuls. 


"What an anomaly it is to have Spain 


send its consuls to the Philippines if, a'J 
contended, for the purposes of revenue, 
they still aiv foreign territory! If they 
nre not American tenitory they still must 
be Spanish, for it is not pretended that 
my other nation foreign to the United 
States has acijuiicd any sovereignty ovei 
them, nor is it protended that the Philip- 
pine Inlands, in the eye of international 
law, 
occupy the ttatus of an independent 


nation." 


Mr. Aldrich declared thut the sover- 


eignty of the United States was one ex- 
ercised under the constitution and that it 
we aro in the Philippines or Porto liicc 
it is because, of the powers held by th' 
constitution. 


Justice Ilnrlnn asked if tho treaty pow 


er could KO beyond the fourteenth amend 
meat to the constitution, to which Mr. Al 
drich answered that troarios could nol 
override the constitution. 


As soon ns Mr. Aldrich liniUied tin 


court turned to other cases, after allow- 
ing counsel in the 1'oito liico case ter 
days to file a further brief.

Some of the Ceremonies That Ar« Sense- 


less and fantastic. 


From a strictly "up to date" point of 


view many of the ceremonies attendant on 
the coronation of tho English sovereign 
arc senseless and fantastic. But embody- 
ing, as they do, the history or tradition of 
centuries, from the student's standpoint 
they are of deep interest. Mr. P. H. Ditch- 
Fk'ld, in » book concerning "Old English 
Customs," describes some of the most re- 
marknblo of thoso customs. 
• By hereditary right many persons have 
special dignities and duties at this time, 
and preceding a coronation a speuial court 
of claims is appointed to investigate these 
ancient rights :ind privileges. 


The prerogath e of the lord of the Manor 


of Workshop is to present a glove and to 
support the sovereign's arm when holding 
the scepter, and also to hold the olllce of 
chief butler, which entitles him to receive 
u uup ot pure gold. 
Tho ceremony of un- 


throning is called "lifting to the throne," 
derived from tho custom of our Anglo- 
&UEOII forefathers, who, when their king 
was enthroned, lifted him from the ground. 


Among the curious cluims of service is 


tlmt of u ceratin baron to carry the great 
spurs, and of tho archbishop of Canterbury 
to inivko a mess of pottage, called dillc 
grout. 


Certain offerings are made, among which 


are an ingot of gold and an altar pull, 
"composed of ten yards of gold barred, 
gold frosted, flowered brocade lined with 
rich sarcenet arid with deep, gold fringe." 


The oaken chair on which tho sovereign 


is seated has been in iibo since tho time of 
Edward II, and beneath il is the corona 
tion stone, which was conveyed to West 
minsti-r from Scotland by Edwurd I. A 
v< ild legend declares it to be the stono on 
which Jacob laid his head when he slept 
at Bethel. 


The most solemn function is the anoint- 


ing, during which four Kuijhts ol the 
Gnrtcr hold a canopy over the so\erelgn, 
while the archbishop pours tho anointing 
oil vsltha spoon, which is the most ancient 
of all tho regalia, and with which many 
so\oreigns have been anointed. 


But tho strangest survival of all is the 


claim of the Dymoke family to tho office 
of king's champion. His duty is to appeal 
on horseback in full armor lit tho royal 
banquet after the coronation, accompanied 
by the carl marshal and the lord high con 
btablc. The champion then makes a dial 
lengo, according to the old time form ol 
words, and throws down his gauntlet. Tin 
challenge not being accepted, the soverign 
drinks tho health of tho champion in n 
hilver cup, which is presented to tho brave 
defender of English monarchy, who then 
backs his hur^e out of tho hull.

How the Nests Are Made and the Uttle 


Chicks Hatched. 


In tho course of an article on ostrich 


farming in 
California contributed to 


Pearson's Magazine the author, Mr. Ed- 
win Caustorn, aays: 


"After the heavy winter rains a pair 


will commence making their nest. Tho 
cock first sets to work by resting his breast- 
bone on the ground and ticking out the 
sand behind. When one aide is sufficiently 
dcop, he turns round and operates In like 
manner until a round hole about 3 feet in 
diameter and about a foot deep is the re- 
sult. Tho hen then commences to lay, 
producing an egg every other day until 12 
or 15 are in tho next. In order to protect 
the embryo from the hot rays of the sun. 
It will be noticed that a littlo sand ia 
placed on tho top of each egg by the hen. 
This has popsibly given rise to tho supposi- 
tion that an ostrich buries its eggs In the 
snnd and leaves them for the sun to batch, 
which is entirely untrue. 


As soon as the full number of eggs are 


laid the couple share the work of hatch- 
ing. The cock starts about 4 o'clock in tho 
afternoon and remains on the eggs until 
about 9 o'clock tho following morning. 
Then the hen takes his place. He never 
fails, however, to relieve his nmto for about 
nn hour in the middle of the day while 
she goes in search of some food and water. 
A good pair will follow this regime with 
the greatest regularity for 39 or 40 days, 
when the chicks may be heard in the shell. 


In most cases tho chicks can break the 


shell themselves, but very often the hen 
can be seen pressing on the egg with her 
breastbone, tind so helping the youngster 
into the world; sometimes she can bo no- 
ticed taking hold of the little head and 
quite roughly shaking the shell oft him. 
When the chioks are taken from the old 
birds, they are allowed to run on a field ol 
alfalfa (lucern) and kept warm at night 
in well covered boxes; on the third day 
they will pick up little pieces of gravel, 
small stones and broken bones and on tba 
fourth ot flfth day will commence picking 
tho green alfalfa, which seems on ideal 
food for them, as the mortality is very 
small and their rapidity of growth re« 
nmrkable—in fact, up to 6 months old they 
grow at tho rate of one foot a month."

two greatest qualities of mind and soul. 
It, has been aaid. that ho who quotes n 
thought is next in niorlt to him who con- 
ccivrd it, but ho who fashions a. phrase i 
1- 


surcly not so praiseworthy as ho who en 
nobles it by a higher use. The wordy sen 
tence in winch Francis I told his inothei 
that "everything is lost except honor and 
life, which are saved," has bran made sub 
lime by some thinker who compressed the 
thought into ''all is lost save honor." 
Matthew Arnold, rising above tho boos, 
either of Furncsa Fells or of Hybla, exalt- 
ed Swift's words, and they now mean 
wherever Knglish is spoken or read the 
noble sweetness of temper and the lumi- 
nous and illuminating power of soul. We 
no longer quote Swift; we quote Arnold.

His coat ^ad been 
made on tho farm of Colonel Humphreys, 
and his waistcoat and small clothes ou 
that of Chancellor Lhingston, all from the 
wool of merino sheep raised in the country.

and thai its appearance was magnificent, 
but that Mr. Madison read bis address in 
a tone so low that it could not be heard.

clared it a silly, misty custom. Swift and 
Popa wade It the subject of their gibes and 
sneers; yet it nourished, und tbe habit 
still penueates all classes of society. It has 
not only had its devotees and its defenders, 
but also its poets and its epicures, if tho 
word can bo used in that souse. 


Southey described it UK the "most inno- 


cent of scnsunlicies," and ninny old writ- 
ers dwell in u fastidious manner on its de- 
lights. The snuff itself should be "soft 
and silky to the touch." Tho boxes in 
which it should be kept should be made 
"with all the art the greatest urlist could 
bestow;" with a joint so flne if'shunsthe 
sharpest sight;" graced \vithradinut goius, 
and oven within tbe lid "the painter plays 
his part, and with bis pencil proves his 
niatchlcFS art." Then there were different 
schools of snuff taking. 
-In old numbers 


cf Tho Tutler will be found advertisements 
of.'eriugto teach "tbe ceremonies of the 
snuffbox." 
These were very elaborate. 


There were special rules for offering snuff 
to tho strtingor, the friend or to " Juistress, 
according to tbe degree of familiarity or 
distance, with explanations proffered as to 
the careless, thu scornful, the politic or the 
surly pinch, and tbe 'gestures proper to 
each of them. 


Buan Brumrnel and other esqulsitos 


prided themselves on the graceful way in 
which they opened their snuffboxes with 
the l*ft baud only, but the \v hole history 
of snuu" taking furnishes no more extrava- 
gant instance of the foppery of snuff tak 
ing than that ot Liord Petcrsbniu, who U 
credited with having kept n special snuff- 
box for every day Iu tbe yuar and to have 
hud a stock of varied snuffs to tho value 
of £3,000. 
Some of bis boxes, "for sum- 


mer wear and winter use," ns the histo- 
rian quaintly puts it, are In the possession 
of Lord Salisbury, who has a very fine 
collodion of historic boxes. 


Kext to Lord Petersham ranks Edward 


Wortlcy ilontugue, who kept iu uso 
"boxes enough for u hundred nosed Chi- 
nese idol."

INVASION OF CAPE COLONY. 


Government I KM lien a Memorandum 


Describing Situation. 


Cupc Town, Dec. 21.—The situation in 


the northern districts of Cape Colony is 
more serious. Fully U.OOO Boers have in- 
\aded that section. Grave fears are en- 
tertained that Dutch sympathizers will 
join the rebellion and tnat this will 
spread. Although there is no fear as to 
the ultimate result, the lack of a suffi- 
cient number of mounted troops is telt by 
the British. 
The enormous waste of 


horses in South Africa was never fully 
appreciated until now. 


A government memorandum, issued at 


(Jape To\vn last evening, makes the fol- 
lowing announcement: 


"The principal seat of action lias been 


transferred to the northern part of Cape 
Colony. Early Dec. 1(5 n large body of 
Boers crossed the Orange river toward 
Burghersdorp. 
A British force follow- 


ed, to avoid which the Boers turned 
westward and occupied Yenteratad Dec. 
18, hut they evacuated the town the same 
day on the approach of the British aud 
inarched in the direction of Sleynsbm-g. 


"The Boers, however, have been inter- 


cepted and find difficulty in moving in 
any direction, ns Stejnsbnrjr, Kuijjhe.-.s- 
dyrp, StormberK. Hosmeud and Nanuxv- 
pourt aie all strongly held by the Bi it- 
ihh, and the Orange rivei lifls risen con- 
siderably in their rear. 


"Another U.OOO liners crossed Ht Sand 


diit'l, milking for t-'oleslii-rg, but wu the 
dispatch of a British force they dl\urged 
and occupied 1'hilipstovui Dec. I'.l, cut- 
ting the telegraph wires between I'liilipv 
town uud llouktkraul. Early this morn- 
ing a portion of these Boers reached 
lloutkraal station and out the line theie. 


"Considerable 
re-enforcements 
have 


been sent to DC Aar and Hanover, and 
it is expected that further invasion will 
now be stopped except iu the case of 
bcouting parties, which may slip through 
to raid cattle and to obtain much needed 
supplies. 


"llitherto there has been very little 


fighting, as the enemy in every instance 
have retired before the British. 
They 


took our garrison of 20 men at Venter- 
stadt prisoners, but the Mugei'hfonteiu 
garrison repulsed their attacks, inflicting 
heavy loss after some hours' lighting and 
a refusal of a demand to surrender. 
"It is probable that cf the two invad 


ing forces the former is a part'of Do 
Wet's commando, and the latter consists 
of several smalt commandos hitherto op 
eratiuK in the west of Orange Itiver t'olo 
ny aud of a niunbei-'of rebels. Therefor" 
martial law has been proclaimed in sev- 
eral additional districts."

Fracture Iu Steel. 


Tho subject of microscopic fractures In 


steel engineering work has lately been dis 
cussed by the .Sheffield Society of Engi- 
neers and Metallurgists. In a paper on the 
subject by Professor Andrews it was shown 
that an ordinary railway axle is composed 
of about 2,313,178,300 primary crystals, 
the latter being often again subdivided in- 
to still larger numbers of secondary crys- 
tals. This paper pdintcd out that many 
fractures in steel arc due to the presence ol 
innumerable internal microllaws in the 
metal caused by the presence of very mi- 
nuto quantities of sulphur and other im- 
purities. Sulphur was declared to bo the 
most dangerous element in producing 
these microCaws, owing to tho formation, 
during tho solidification of largo mosses of 
a tool, of sulphide of Iron, which, on the 
final crystallization of tho metal, located 
Itself between the ultimate crystals of the 
iteel.— Philadelphia Press.

This is tbe dramatic- sequel of the excite- 
ment of tbe sudden disappearance ol the 
young Ulan. 


The story stands out unique in the his- 


tory of the criminal annals of the west. 
After watching the Cudahy home for a 
month for the purpose of abducting one 
of tbe Cudaby girls, t'be robbers suddenly 
concluded to take the boy. He was thrust 
into a cab within a block of home at 7 
o'clock in tbe evening on a well lighted 
and prominent thoroughfare, carried into 
the outskirts of the city, kept a prisoner 
48 hours and finally handed over to his 
distracted father in return for a fortune 
in cash. 


The dariujT of the robbers alone is jan 


interesting feature of the case, to aay 
nothing ot the extraordinary cunning and 
executive ability in handling the case to 
a successful conclusion and getting away 
with the cash in spite of the presence of 
hundreds of armed men ready to kill them 
on sight. Young Cudahy's mother insists 
on the house being guarded in her terror 
lest her boy be stolen away again. An- 
other interesting phase of the ease is that 
Mr. Cudahy will take no part iu now try- 
ing to ideutfy the thieves, be having 
promised his wife to drop the case, as 
Mrs. Cudahy feared further violence from 
the kidnapers.

took out that $25,000 Wednesday even- 
ing." said Chief of Police Donahue last 
night.
